KIAO-CHAU, 
Should it be Restored to Chinn? 


The question of restoring Kiao-chuu to 
China has been brought up before the 
Reichstag by the Budget Comniission, 
which has asked the Government whether 
it would not hy better to restore to Chinn 
Kiao-chau and all the adjacent territory, 
which Germany has held'since 1807, and of 
which tho aroa is 200 square wiles, The 
Budget Commission is of opinion thut the 
future of the Protectorate is extremely 
doubtful. Herr von Schoen, in replying, 
drew uttention to the political importance 
of Kino-cbuu, and declared that the restora- 
tien of Kino-ehuu to China would be 
regarded as being “a sign of Gormany's 
weakness, Of which it would bo impossible 
to foretell the consequences.” i 

Herr von Schoen ronurked that the 
British colony of Hongkong had not grown 
to its present flourishirg state m one day, 
and there was avery reason to believe that 
there was o etter future in store for Kiao- 
chau. The exponditure on the Protectorate 
in China hus been very great, and it is 
believed that Germany would be ready to 
restore the torritory f China if tho latter 
would rucompense Germany for its outlay 
thore during the Inst ten years, The 
Socialists fear that China will ask Germany 
to give up thu Protectorate without receiv- 
ing any compensation.—"Globe.”
